However, if tin* pig crop 
is small aud the price of pork con 
Unites on the ascending scale it will 
pay to give the runts extra care and 
develop them Into good hogs 
lf the runt is left with the beni he 
will no doubt always In* a runt, hut if 
separated and given extra rare he may 
make us go«nl a hog a s most any of 
the herd. Often a runt has g >"d quail 
ties that will show themselves if given 
a clin nee.
